While receiving the monthly 
report from the police depart- 


“ment, Mayor Cole also took a 


few moments during Monday 
evening’s meeting to clarify 
some procedures of the depart- 
ment. 

He said at night there is only 
one officer on duty for the 
department and when that offi- 
cer is out of the office, the 
phone lines are switched over 
for the Elba Police Department 
dispatchers to answer. 


“Cole said he: believes sort

call and get the Elba dispatch- 
ers. He said the dispatchers con- 
tact the New Brockton officer 
when the call is received. ; 

“I hope the citizens don’t get 
upset when they call and get

Elba,” said Cole, 

He said one possible solution 
to this confusion is for the town 
to get it’s own dispatcher, but 
finding employees for the 
department has been tough late- 
ly. At this time, there is only one 
full-time officer in ‘the depart- 
ment. 

“At this time, we're. doing 
what we can,” Cole said. “With 
a little patience and kindness, 
we'll get everything where we 
need to be.” 

The mayor also said Assistant 
Police Chief. Dale Grimes is 
continuing. to work to get a 
Neighborhood Crime Watch 
program. going in © New 
Brockton. 

Grimes said citizens can look 
forward to more information on 
this program in the near future.

For whatever reason, it happened. and apparently 
without any “bad” legislation even getting consideration. 
During the press meeting last weekend more than once specu- 
lation could be heard that Governor Bob Riley has greatly 
recovered his credibility after the disastrous failed push for 
that huge tax increase during his first year in office. At the 
same time many people very close to the political pulse. are 
still questioning if Riley will actually run for re-election. Our 
guess is that he will. It is either yes or no, so the odds are 50- 
50 at best (or worst) according to a person’s political leanings. 


The passage last week of a federal highway funding bill, after 
four or five years of trying, contained sweet news for 
Alabama. South Alabama got funds for the I-10 connector 
from the interstate in Florida to the Dothan, Alabama area; 
Highway 167 funded from Troy to Enterprise; U.S. 84 got 
extra money from Enterprise to Andalusia and from Evergreen 
to Monroeville. All of that will have a long term economic 
impact for the people of Coffee County, Even though U. S. 84 
work is a long way from completion in this area; efforts to get 
the Andalusia to Evergreen leg in the plans must get started 
now if middle aged area citizens expect to ever see the dream 
become a reality.

EDITORIAL 
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Congress sends long-awaited energy bill to President Bush

Last week, the U.S. House of 
Representatives brought to a 
close a three-year effort to pass 
a badly needed national energy 
strategy. The 275 to 156 vote to 
approve the Energy Policy Act 
of 2005 (HR 6) was, in fact, the 
House's fifth vote to pass an 
energy bill since 2002. Previous 
attempts have been stalled in the 
U.S, Senate. However, this time 
the outcome will be different. 

Crude oil recently topped a 
record $60 a barrél as supplies 
tightened both at home and 
abroad due to increased interna- 
tional demand - particularly in 
Asia - as well as the result of 
hurricane disruption to oil pro- 
duction in the Gulf of Mexico, 
Gasoline prices and overall 
energy costs have been steadily 
rising for a number of years 
while the nation has done little 
to compensate. Without a mod- 
ern national energy strategy, the 
United States has been at the 
mercy of the world’s oil produc- 
ers, 

Last Thursday’s approval of 
the Energy Policy Act is signifi- 
cant. Finally, the most sweeping 
energy legislation in three 
decades will address many 
pressing needs, from domestic 
oil and gas supply, to improve- 
ments in power generation, to 
incentives for alternative fuel 
research. The energy bill's mod- 
efnizing our nation’s approach 
to energy generation and use is 
more than just about combating 
higher pump prices. Energy 
underpins our entire national 
economy. America’s future 
prosperity and even our national 
security depend upon an afford- 
able, reliable, and secure supply 
of energy. Lower prices for 
goods, job creation, affordable 
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travel, and our nation’s econom- 
ic security all hinge on energy. 
With so much at stake, the 
House-passed Energy Policy 
Act would encourage more 
domestic oil production and 
gasoline supply with incentives 
such as a streamlined process 
for drilling permits; the promo- 
tion of greater oil refining 
capacity, and a halt to expensive 
regional “boutique” fuels, The 
new energy bill would promote 
both higher fuel efficiency stan- 
dards for vehicles as well as the 
development of alternative ener- 
gy automobiles like those pow- 
ered by hydrogen fuel cells. 
With America’s abundant 
supply of coal, HR 6 would 
establish tax credits for invest- 
ments in clean coal electrical 
generation plants and renewable 
energy sources, The new energy 


} 
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legislation also improves our 
nation’s electricity transmission 
capacity and reliability to pre- 
vent future blackouts, and it 
encourages the Department of 
Energy to promote more nuclear 
and hydroelectric power pro- 
duction. 

One change that Americans 
will soon notice is the extension 
of daylight savings time by four 
weeks a year. The broadening of 
daylight savings time from the 
second Sunday in March to the 
first Sunday in November is 
expected to save the equivalent 
of 100,000 barrels of oil each 
day of the extension. 

While the passage of the 
Energy Policy Act will not 
immediately bring down oil and 
gas costs for consumers, it will 
lay the foundation for “more 
abundant and less expensive

energy to help meet future 
demand.

Bermudagrasses (Cynodon 
spp.) are native to Africa and are 
also called-wiregrass, devil- 
grass, and couchgrass. 
Bermudagrasses are well adapt- 
ed to the climatic conditions in 
Alabama and are the number- 
one turfgrass in the South. 
These turfgrasses are widely 
used on athletic fields, bowling 
greens, tennis courts, golf cours- 
es, and... home —_ lawns, 
Bermudagrasses grow. best on 
well-drained soils that have a 
soil pH (acid index) between 6.0 
and.6.5, These turfgrasses have 
a very fast growth rate and 
therefore quickly establish and 
recover from injury. This is 
largely due to the fact that 
bermudagrasses spread by 
stolons. (aboveground stems) 
and. rhizomes (underground 
stems). 

The biggest advantage of 


 Bermudagrasses is it produces 


an aggressive-growing, dense, 
dark green turfgrass that is well 
adapted to a wide variety of 
soils and climatic conditions, 

The biggest disadvantage. is 
they will not tolerate shade and 
require almost full sunlight. 

To look their: best, bermuda- 
grasses require a properly 
planned: fertilization program. 
Soil-test every 1 to 2 years to 
determine when.and how much 
lime and fertilizer are needed, 
This will help maintain. the 
proper soil pH between the 
desired range of 6.0 to 6.5 and 
keep the phosphorous and 
potassium at recommended lev- 
els. 

Since fertilizers vary in. their 
nitrogen content, the amount 
nekded to Stipply | poulld “of 
nitiSed débehag Othe saree’ 
used. To determine the amount 
of a particular fertilizer needed 
to. supply 1 pound of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 ‘square feet, 
divide the percentage of nitro- 
gen in the fertilizer into 100. For 
example,’ ammonium nitrate 


contains 34 percent nitrogen 
(34-0-0), so approximately 3 
pounds of ammonium nitrate 
would be needed per 1,000 
square feet to apply | pound of 
nitrogen. (100. /34+2.94), 
Bermudagrass should be mowed 
before its height exceeds 1-1/2 
times the mowing height set on 
the mower. Never mow or cut 
off more than 1/3 the height of 
the leaves at any single mowing. 
Cutting more than 1/3 of the 
height of the leaves scalps the 
lawn and puts additional stress 
on the bermudagrass turf. If you 
mow. when it is dry and before 
its height. exceeds I-1/2 times 
the desired mowing height, you 
do not néed to collect the clip- 
pings, but they should not accu- 
mulate on the lawn, 
If you want a lower-mainte- 
nance lawn, mow. — your 
bermudagrass to a height 
between 3/4 to 1-1/2 inches one 
to three times a week during the 
peak growing season. For the 
highest possible quality, you 
should mow bermudagrass to a 
height between 1/2 and’ 1 inch, 
but you will have to mow almost 
daily during the summer grow- 
ing season. You will also have to 
fertilize and water it more fre- 
quently to maintain an attractive 
and durable turf. 

Irrigation on an as-needed 
basis is an excellent way to 
schedule watering of any turf- 
grass, as long-as the proper 
amount of water is applied when 
needed; not at a later or more 
convenient time. When. using 
this approach, water at the first 
sign’ of drought stress or wilt, 
and apply at-least 1 inch of 
water. If you .do not water your 
bermudagrass, it will survive the 
drought, but it will go dormant 
and turn brown as it doesjuBe 
vention it Fourweanh® Wecprywute 
bermudagrass. lawn. green 
throughout the summer, you 
may have to apply 1 inch. of 
water a week if there has not 
been enough rain. Water or irri- 
gate early in the morning while 
dew is still on the grass. 


Suitable soils are important when planning 
a flower or vegetable garden 


All soils are not created equal, 
Chances are, the soil in the area 
where you are planning to build 
your garden ‘is not suitable for 
the type of plant you are prepar- 
ing to grow. Often Alabama 
soils contain too, much clay or 
sand, are low in-organic matter 
and are poorly drained. 

Soils high in clay content tend 
to hold water; have — poor 
drainage and compact easily. 
Roots have a difficult time 
growing in the type of medium 
and will often drown or rot. 

Sandy soils drain more readi- 
ly, but even these, too, can com- 
pact easily if they contain the 
slightest bit of clay, Sandy soils 
cannot hold water or nutrients; 
therefore, plants grown in this 
type of soil are likely. to be 
thirsty and starved, 

Some gardeners may be 
tempted to mix sand with clay to 
improve the soil conditions. 
However, a little clay will bind 
the sand particles and form a 
material similar to concrete, 
The ideal solution is to add plen- 
ty of organic matter to the soil. 
A few examples of ofganic mat- 
ter are peat mMOss, manure, pine 
bark, rotting leaves and com- 
post. 
Soil testing is the best way to 
know exactly what to add to 
your soil and takes some of the 
guesswork out of gardening, 
While some garden centers offer 
quick, do-it-yourself home soil 
test kits, a more professional test 
calibrated for Alabama soils, 
plants and climate can be per- 
formed at Auburn University's 
Soil Testing Lab, These tests 
will clarify whether the soil is 
acidic or basic, and depending 
on the plants to be grown, what 
to do to change the pH. 

The soil test also will report 
any nutrient deficiencies and the 
exact amounts of fertilizer or 
lime to correct for these. short.

Tips on ee recreation ponds 


a Channel, icatfish may;plso. be ., 
. added to a bass and bluegill

The choice of fish to stock 
depends on the pond owner's 
goals and on the resources 
available, It is very difficult to 
manage a pond of less than _ 
acre for bass and bluegill. If 
your pond is less than _ acre, 
catfish is probably your best 
choice. Other combinations 
like hybrid bluegill and bass, or 
hybrid bluegill and bass and 
catfish are possible stocking 
options. 

The largemouth bass -and 
bluegill sunfish (or largemouth 
bass, bluegill, and shellcracker) 
combination is the most com- 
mon stocking strategy used in 
the southeast. The combination 
generally works well in ponds 
larger than one acre and pro- 
vides excellent fishing for both 
species indefinitely. 

The beauty of the bass and 
bluegill system is its simplicity. 
In a well- fertilized pond, zoo- 
plankton and insect’ larvae will 
be plentiful enough to supply 
food for bass fry and all sizes of « 
bluegill. The . bluegill will 
reproduce and grow rapidly ' 
with the abundant food and 
provide excellent forage (food) 
for the bass, If bass aré nof 
over-harvested, they will keep 
the bluegill from overpopulat- 
ing. Some large bluegill will 
survive bass predation to pro- 
vide good bluegill angling.

Hatcheries will. deliver 
directly to. ponds, can provide 
fish at almost any time of the 
year (after February 1), and 
many offer varieties or hybrids 
that have been selected for 
rapid growth. 

Stocking of 3-to 5-inch 
bream is most often done in the 
fall or carly winter, The bluegill 
will grow and spawn by the fol- 


lowing spring. Bass are stocked 


in late May or June and grow 
rapidly, feeding on the new 
bluegill fry. Bluegill will spawn 
two or three more times before 
fall providing adequate forage 
for the bass, 

Catfish can be stocked in fall 
or spring. If stocked together 
always stock catfish as large or , 


, larger than the: bass, Catfish 
‘usually cannot 


successfully 
reproduce in ponds with bass 
and bluegill populations and 
will have to be restocked as 
they are fished out.

Take precautions 
to avoid lightning 
strikes 


With daylight saving time in effect, many outdoor enthusiasts find 
time to pursue their favorite activity in the late afternoon after work. 
This is also a likely time for a thunderstorm with lightning to occur. 

Lightning strikes often involve only an individual, or at most only 
a few victims. For this reason, lightning does not get the national 


» publicity that a hurricane or tornadoes.does, ‘But the fact is lightning 


causes more deaths éach year than any single weather related cause. 
Annually about 300 people die as a result of a lightning strike and 
many more are injured. Most incidents involve people working or 
playing in the outdoors. 

Lightning results froma warm front and cold front colliding. 
Warm air rises and penetrates into the layer of cold air. Moisture 
condenses into water. particles and forms a thundercloud: These 
particles are tossed around within the air currents and become elec: 
trically charge, as they collide, they. producing lightning. 

As lightning passes through the air, it creates a shock wave that 
we hear as thunder. To determine how close the lightning strike is 
to your position, count the number of seconds between seeing the 
lightning and hearing the thunder, Divide the number of seconds by 
five and ‘you will have the approximate distance in miles you are 
from the strike, 

Common sense, including seeking shelter immediately, is the best 
precaution to avoid a lightning strike. Head for shore if you are on 
the water before the storm becomes severe, If on land get rid of as 
much metal as possible, including backpacks, knives firearms, etc, 
Seck a building, automobile for shelter, Should you be caught in the 
woods during a storm, seek an area where the trees are of uniform 
height. Never get under a lone tree, Lie down in a ditch or depres 
sion if you are caught out in the open with no building or vehicle 
nearby. 

The worse strike is the direct hit from a lightning bolt, but many 
injuries occur from a splash strike, Splash injuries occur when 
lightning hits a nearby object and jumps to a victim, When light 
ning hits the earth, waves of electrical currents are dispersed in all 
directions, causing the splash effect, Groups should spread out il 
possible to avoid the splash effects of an indirect strike 

We can all learn a lesson from the cowboys who drove cattle from 
the range to market, When crossing the treeless prairie, lightning 
was one of a cowboy's worse nightmares. Not only did the light- 
ning stampede the cattle, which was a dangerous situation with in 
itself, but also many cowboys fell victim to lightning strikes. 

Cowboys soon learned to remove spurs, revolvers and any other 
metal they could and let the cook store it with the cowboys bedroll 
in the chuck wagon, Looks like a good way of getting rid of a bad 
trail cook to me,

High school football schedules have familiar 
look for area teams as season openers near 


The kickoff for the 2005 high school football season is three 
weeks away, and while the opponents for the area teams are identi- 
cal to those from a year ago, this season the sites of the games will 
be reversed and that will @ean a new look for the players and fans, 


Following is a preview of this season's football schedules for 
teams in the area: 


The Elba Tigers struggled to a 4-7 record in their first season 
under Coach Scott Rials and this season will face an identical 
schedule to the one that proved too tough for the Tigers a year ago. 

Elba will open the season at home against a Class 1A power in 
the Brantley Bulldogs, a team the Tigers lost to 47-26 to open the 
‘04 season, while in week #2 the Tigers will hit the road to battle 
the Cottonwood Bears, a team that had tovhold on late last season 
to get past Elba 36-32. Elba will head to Dothan in the third week 
of the season to meet the Houston Academy Raiders, a team the 
Tigers lost to 48-42 last year, and in week #4 the Tigers will:return 
home to meet the Geneva County Bulldogs, Elba’s first victim last 
season in a 44-6 Tiger win. The Tigers will reach the midway point 
of the season the next week when they travel'to’Luverne to renew 
their oldest football rivalry against the Luverne Tigers, a game 
won last season by Luverne 29-19, Elba will return to region play 

in week #6 and will host the Houston County Lions, a team that 
embarrassed the Tigers 43-6 a year ago in Columbia. Elba will 
make history in week #7 when the Tigers make their first ever 
football appearance at New Brockton, and they will be looking to 
make it 2-0 against the Gamecocks after handling New Brockton 
19-7 a year ago. The Tigers will host Wicksburg the following 
week and will be hoping that last season’s 34-7 win over the 
Panthers will be repeated, while in week #9 Elba will travel to 
Samson to tangle with the blue and gold Tigers, a team Elba 
outscored 39-19 last season.

Coffee County District Judge announces Truancy Court

School officials stood with 
the court's backing and with full 
support of District. Attorney 
Gary McAliley~ last Thursday 
afternoon; Aug. 4, as District 
Judge Paul Sherling announced 
the formation of Truancy Court. 

“Children‘are our most impor- 
tant asset,” said McAliley. “I’m 
glad to live in a county with 
superintendents who believe 
children deserve the opportunity 
to get a good education,” 

Judge Sherling said atten- 
dance at schools throughout the 
county will come under a micro- 
scope in the new school year as 
the Alabama Board of 
Education. has — mandated 
changes in the way schools han- 
dle unexcused absences. When a 
child has reached five unex- 
cused absences, the juvenile 
court will be notified. 

“T felt-it-important to have a 
Truancy Court Day,” Sherling 
said, “Truancy and unexcused 
absences are the first symptom 
of many other problems. The 
schools will initially address 
these issues, and if attendance 
does not improve we will handle 
it through Truancy Court.” 

Sherling said Truancy Court 
will be held once a month and 
will involve the child and par- 
ents meeting with the juvenile 
probation officers, the district 
attorney and school officials. 
After meeting with the parents, 
he said the school officials and 
district attorney will decide if 
aharges need to be filed against 
the parents and/or juvenile, If 
so, they will retum to Truancy 
Court, 

“Absenteeism is one of the 
biggest problems we have in 
today's society,” said Jim Reese, 
superintendent of the Enterprise 
School System, “This is going 
to be a way we can make every-
